Correspondence  courses  are  conducted  by  the  Extension  Division  for  the  organizations 
listed  below.  A variety  of  subjects  is  available;  each  organization  enrols  students 
in  a course  consisting  of  the  subjects  appropriate  to  its  requirements  and  grants  re- 
cognition for  successful  completion.  (A  list  of  these  subjects  appears  on  the  reverse 
side  of  this  sheet.)  Single  subjects  are  offered  to  members  of  the  Association  of 
Professional  Engineers  and  the  Chemical  Institute  of  Canada,  and  to  graduate  members 
of  some  of  the  other  sponsoring  organizations. 

Course  fees  are  between  $100  and  $175  per  year.  Most  of  the  courses  run  from  October 
through  March.  Annual  examinations  are  held  in  centres  throughout  Canada  and  abroad 
during  the  first  half  of  May.
